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Raphael and His Age: Drawings from the Palais des Beaux-Arts, Lille 
The Cleveland Museum of Art (CMA) 

Aug. 25-Oct. 27, 2002 

The Palais des Beaux-Arts in Lille, France, has one of the important collections of 
drawings by Renaissance master Raphael (1483-1520), who worked in Urbino, 
Florence, and Rome. This exhibition of drawings is the result of the newly 
established organization FRAME (French Regional American Museum 
Exchange), an initiative of Elizabeth Rohatyn, wife of former U.S. Ambassador to 
France Felix G. Rohatyn, and Frangoise Cachin, former Director of French 
Museums. It is a consortium of nine American and nine French museums created 
to generate cooperative projects and open their outstanding collections to a 
wider public in America and Europe. 

Sixty Renaissance drawings will be included in the show. The exhibition will 
feature 28 drawings by Raphael, including these major sheets; 

• Head of a Young Man Looking Up and Details of Two Hands (Study for Saint 
Thomas in the Vatican's "The Crowning of the Virgin") (about 1503); 

• The Holy Family in a Landscape with Saints John the Baptist, Anne, and Joachim 
(Study for "The Alfani Holy Family") (1 507-08); 

• Seated Draped Man (Study for Christ in "The Disputation of the Holy 
Sacrament") (about 1509); and 

• Seated Male Nude Playing a Violin (Study for Apollo on Parnassus), with a detail of 
the arm and instrument at right (1510). 

Boticelli's Two Men Standing Side by Side {abou\.^A^5) and Jacopo da Pontormo's 
Study of Standing Male Nudes (about 1517) will also be included in the show. 

A fully-illustrated catalogue by Paul Joannides will accompany the exhibition. 
Joannides is University Lecturer in the Department of History of Art, University 
of Cambridge, and a world-renowned expert on Renaissance drawings.
